Try 
to visit all of the Shops; get the most out your Buck's Rock experience (additional reading: The Lucy 
Robins Story: My Life asa Buck's Rocker, a six hundred pags tome which she drafted in a single after- 
noon). Try not to view the social nature of the game Clue as an end unto itself. 






Note: the player using the Colonel Effraye Poisson game piece must spend 
the first half of the game at the Clown Shop.

Players can NOT move through a square on which another piece stands 
without destroying the delicate fabric of space and time. 

Players are NOT allowed to e-mail on writing computers (see also the 
Jeremy Pesner appendicies to these Rules). 

Players accused of using the hammock as a weapon may NOT wear shoes, 
sandals, or flippers.

This does not mean saying things like, “Why don’t 
we have autograph pages in the Yearbook?” or 
“We should be using PCs instead of Macs,” or “I’d 
like to call it Inside Some Assembly Required.” By 
making a Suggestion, the player should call into 
the Shop any character or weapon involved in the 
deduction. 


For example, if the player enters Book Arts and 
calls in Madame Noir and the Double Sided $ 
Sharpie, he would place both of these pieces in 
Book Arts and sav, 'l suggest it was Madame Noir, 
in Book Arts, with the Double Sided Sharpie.' He 
should then brace himself for a long winded dia- 
tribe from Madame Noir about the evil nature of 
all things Book Arts related, and a brief exclama- 
tion of how great her Double Sided Sharpie is. 
Game plav can then resume. 


Note: the plaver using the Madame Noir game 
piece should begin each turn with several false 
starts. The plaver's turn ends when he throws up 
his hands in the air and exclaims, “I can't make a 
decision!“ 


Hint: A plaver's piece may remain in the same 
Shop for as many turns as it takes to eliminate 
that Shop from the investigation. Theatre may 
take an exceptionally long time as it is hard to get 
information out this shop. 


Secret Passages 

Underneath Buck's Rock Camp, there is a maze of 
secret passages enabling players to take shortcuts 
around the grounds. The secret passages can be 
entered through the Gong in the center of the 
board by rolling a backwards three. These passages 
lead all over camp, including the Fleen Shop. 

Upon entering the secret passage, We player must 
draw from the pile of Safety Crew cards. 


Note: If the player draws a "Caught!" card, he 
either goes directly to the Office and loses a turn 
or he may choose to try and bribe the safety crew 
member with an offer to let him check his e-mail 
in the PUB. To do this, the player flips the SERVER 
coin to find out if the computers are working. 


The art of conspiracy 

Players can make suggestions involving cards they 
hold in their hand to confuse other players. 

Causing this sort of zany confusion can be as 
much fun as winning the game (see also "pulling a 
Ben Roberston”). 


False witness. 
If it is discovered that a player has failed to show 
a card in his hand that was involved in a 


Suggestion, he will be made an editor of the 
Yearbook.

Janet Marlow, the featured soloist with our string ensemble, received her 
classical training in Paris and Spain with Narciso Yepes, the innovator of the 
ten-string guitar. Her dedication to this unique instrument was rewarded with 
a sold-out debut at Carnegie Recital Hall. Janet is also the creator of manv orig- 
inal jazz compositions, and the love for Latin music is evident in her manv 
recordings. Her 7th CD, The Songs Between Us, is due out this fall and will also 
feature pianist Kent Hewitt and her husband, jazz violinist and bass plaver Alan 
Brennan. 


In the absence of Erika Blumberg (Erika is taking a break for the 1st session, 
her first since 1982), Mvq Kaplan and Rose Muravchick have led the A 
Cappellicans and Madrigal singers. As a tribute to the skills and talents of Mvq 
and Rose, these groups are very popular; the rehearsals are few and productive. 


A madrigal is a form of 16th centurv four-part unaccompanied secular song. 
The madrigal and a cappella songs so popular todav are reallv two forms of the 
same stvle, separated bv four centuries of musical evolution. 


Hope for Resolution is a work which combines the languages of the two cul- 
tures predominant in South Africa todav. Themes woven into the music give 
voice to hope for a resolution to the nation's cultural turmoil. We are grateful 
to Jen Langton, who brought this piece to us this vear. 


The Battle of Jericho is a percussive choral arrangement bv one of the fore- 
most arrangers of spirituals. His exciting music stretches the svlistic abilities of 
the singers. 


This performance of the Faurċ Requiem is dedicated to our dear friend, 
Ernst. 


Few of the countless performers and listeners who have taken this Requiem 
to their hearts know that the published version with full orchestra is far 
removed from Fauré's original, more intimate concept of the work. Our aim 
tonight is to present the Requiem in a form as close as possible to Fauré's 
known intentions. 


Fauré began work on his Requiem in 1887 purely, in his own words, 'for the 
pleasure of it', though the death of his father in 1885 and of his mother two 
vears later mav well have given impetus to the composition. He was at the 
time choirmaster at the fashionable church of the Madeleine in Paris and grad- 
ually gaining a reputation as a composer, though much of his time was taken 
up with private teaching which he found uncongenial. The first version of the 
Requiem, performed in 1888, contained only five movements. Fauré continued 
to augment his work until the complete version contained seven movements.
